A new senior citizens drop-in 
center for the city of Romulus came 
one step closer last week (Tuesday) 


A “Millionaire’s Party'* 
spearheaded by Romulus Clerk 
Leonard J. Folmar and involving 
as many local service clubs as 
possible is hoped to be the means 
to raise enough money to buy the 
city a micro-film system. 

The clerk said he is contacting 
the service clubs to set a specific 
date and to coordinate activities 
for the one-night event. 

“We hope to raise $10,000 to 
purchase a micro-film system 
that will enable the city of 
Romulus to cut down on valuable 
storage space by filming various 
city records and documents/’ he 
explained. 

Included in the micro-filming 
will be paperwork from the 


as the city council authorized the 
letting of bids for the project. 

The drop-in center, which will be 


district court, library, council, 
planning commission and zoning 
board of appeals, he said. 

The micro-film process has 
been in use for many years by 
private and governmental units. 
Film is conveniently stored and 
filed in a fraction of the space 
used to store bulky paper 
records. 

When reference is needed to a 
certain record or document, it is 
looked up rapidly andviewed on a 
screen at full size, the clerk 
added. 

“By using such a micro-film 
system, the city of Romulus will 
have taken another step toward 
streamlining its operations," 
Folmar noted. 


an addition to the southwest corner 
of the present recreation depart- 
ment building at Bibbins and Shook 
streets, will cost an estimated 
$150,000 according to the ar- 
chitectural firm which designed the 
structure. 

Of the total cost, federal grants 
will pay for 75 percent, while the 
city will pick up the remaining 25 
percent. 

The single-story building will 
contain 3,000 square feet of space 
and will include meeting rooms, 
kitchen, storage areas and 
restrooms.

Location of the drop-in center was 
selected because of its close 
proximity to city and business 
establishments. 

Federal funds for the center 
project have been approved and will 
arrive in installments as work 
progresses, Hogan said.

Frank Burton of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department said 
picketing union members at Distron 
Division of Burger King, Inc. in 
Romulus and the dead man’s 
common-law wife had been told to 
keep quiet about the circumstances 
of their colleague’s death. 

“I think the word came from 
Jimmy Hoffa Jr.,” Burton said. 

Hoff a, who is the attorney for the 
local, is the son of Jimmy Hoffa, 
prominent national Teamsters 
figure whose mysterious disap- 
pearance two years ago is still being 
investigated. 

tTiday afternoon, the Roman 


Romulus resident Lief O. Hanson 
will stand trial in Wayne County 
Circuit Court on two manslaughter 
charges, the result of a traffic ac- 
cident in Westland July 22. 

Hanson was bound over for trial 
Aug. 21 a{ his preliminary 
examination bn the charge, held 
before 18th District Court Judge 
Evan Callanan. 

The pre-trial hearing in Circuit 
Court is scheduled for Sept.. 22, 
according to Westland Police Officer 
Peter Brokas. 

Hanson is accused of two counts of 
manslaughter after a Wayne woman 
and her mother died when his truck 
allegedly struck their car in the

We expect everyone to 
cooperate with the police on this 
case," Hoffa said. 

Robert J. Tringale, 31, of Grosse 
Pointe Shores, was charged with 
second-degree murder Thursday in 


intersection at Palmer and Venoy in

The car containing the two women 
had rolled into the intersection, and 
stopped in the middle. Hanson, 
driving toward the irtersecticn with 
a green light, proceeded to hit the 
women’s car broadside, police 
reports indicated. 

The preliminary exam on the two 
felony charges was held to deter- 
mine if a crime was committed, and 
if there was reason to believe that 
the suspect committed it 

Callanan determined that both 
criteria were established enough to 
send Hanson to trial.

He was released on $10,000 
bond and will appear for a 
preliminary examination before 
Judge Stone Wednesday (today). 

Dead is John Farhat, 35, of Taylor, 
who was standing next to a car 
talking to the wife of a fellow worker 
who had just driven up to stand 
picket duty. He was hit by the 40- 
foot tractor trailer driven by 
Tringale and mangled beneath the 
wheels, Burton said. 

The detective said Tringale had 
delivered a load of produce about 
3:30 p.m. Wednesday to Distron, 
which is located at 36175 Herman. 

Some 30 minutes later, Burton 
said, Tringale got into his truck and 
drove off. As his truck passed a 
group of pickets, who have been on 
strike since a week ago Friday, an 
object evidently thrown by one of 
them struck and smashed the side 
window on the driver’s side of the 
vehicle. 

He said Tringale suffered a cut to 
his left arm and that broken glass 
was pushed into the cab of the truck. 

Tringale, who works for the 
Michigan Repacking Produce Co. 
own*H by his father, stepped ihe 
truck to clear gass out of the cab. At 
this time. Burton said, he made an 
obscene gesture in the direction of 
the pickets and yelled curses at 
them. He then drove off down 
Herman toward Wayne Road. 

Company officials looking out of a 
window at the plant had observed 
Tringale stopping his truck and 
became alarmed. They jumped 
into a car and flagged him down. 
Burton said company officials tried 
to calm Tringale down, but told 
officers he was “outraged” at what 
had happened. They then drove back 
to the plant. 

The detective said his in- 
vestigation disclosed that about 10 
minutes later, Tringale returned 
down Herman at a high rate of 
speed. As he rounded a curve near 
the plant, the picket who had just 
driven up saw the speeding (ruck 
and yelled at Farhat. 

BurtonsaidFarhat looked up from 
the conversation with the picket's 
wife who was sitting ina car and was 
hit almost simultaneously by the 
truck, being unable to get out of the 
way in time. The detective said he 
was killed instantly. 

Several pickets jumped into a car 
and attempted to catch the truck but 
lost it in traffic, he added 

About four hours later on Wed- 
nesday, Tringle came to the out- 
county division of the sheriffs office 
in Westland accompanied by Neil 
Fink, prominent Detroit criminal 
lawyer, Burton said. 

“He (Tringale) was upset and 
remorseful at what had happened. 
He cooperated with us 100 percent," 
he aaia. 

In addition to telling picketing 
union members at Distron to keep 
quiet, Burton said someone in 
authority at the union local had 
instructed the dead man’s common- 
law wife to do the same.

Three weeks ago, council on the 
recommendation of the Eller 
OutdoorSignsCo. had introduced 
the amendment to increase the 
sizeof large billboard signs in the 
city from 600 to 700 square feet in 
area. 

At that time, Eller had ex- 
plained that the national stan- 
dard-sized sign is 672 square feet 
in area and that each time it did 
work in Romulus for a customer 


it was forced to secure a special 
variance. 

Although the groundwork 
looked promising three weeks 
ago, it was a different story last 
week (Tuesday) as the measure 
went down to defeat 4-2, with 
Councilman Junior Block absent. 

Voting against the amendment 
were council members Ray 
Cantrell and James Raspberry, 
while yes votes were recorded by 
council members Beverly 
McAnally, Mary Ann Banks, 
Mary Carter and Jerry Canejo. 

Five votes are needed for the 
amendment to legally pass. 

Evidently, council’s action was

“Despite increased travel and 
tourism activity across Michigan,

Michi^nians are on a travel 
binge, and tourism over the Labor 
Day holiday should increase three 
percent over last vear and continue 
the record pace set during the first 
half of 1978, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

State travelers have combined 
with visitors from other states to 
make the firet six months of this 
year the most successful tourism 
period in state history. Tourists 
spent $2.4 billion in Michigan in 
1978 s first half, nine percent more 
than last year. 

If good weather holds, motorists 
should travel 695 million miles 
during the 78-hour holiday, 15 
million miles more than during the 
1977 Labor Day period. The record is 
the 870 million miles projected for 
the Fourth of July holiday in 1972. 

“Unlike last July 4th weekend, 
when many popular resorts filled 
prior to the holiday, chambers of 
commerce in most sections of 
Michigan do not expect motels and 
hotels to fill before the holiday of- 
ficially begins at 6 p.m Friday,”

“She was a friend to everyone and 
she was liked by everyone who knew 
her,” she said. 

“She treated her step-children just 
like they were her own. An outsider 
couldn’t tell the difference,’’ Mrs. 
McRae asserted. 

When Nellie, as Mrs. Hale, 
married Mr. Pullen, two pioneer 
families which had helped settle the 
early Romulus area wore united. 

Mrs. McRae explained, “The Hale 
and Pullen families lived only two 
miles apart. We were neighbors. 
When Nellie married my father, it 
was someone she had known.’’ 

Mrs. McRae said that when Nellie 
moved to Romulus writh her first 
husband, Mr. Hale, they lived on a 
farm that was first homesteaded by 
his grandfather, William Hale, back 
in 1835. 

According to the step-daughter, 
everyone knew the Pullen family 
from the roadside vegetable stand in 
front of their house for many years. 

She said her father, Elmer, was a 
descendant of Jenks Pullen, one of 
the early founders of the Romulus 
area. 

“What is now Five Points was 
known in those days as Pullen’s 
Corner. They even had their own 
post office.” she remarked. 

When Nellie Pullen was laid to rest 
in Romulus Cemetery, she joined 
her second husband who died in 1950 
in Romulus and was buried there. 

Thedeath of NellieHale Pullen not 
only marked the end of a beloved 
and good woman, but it helped to 
rekindle a little of the history of the 
community of Romulus and the 
surrounding area among those who 
attended her funeral and burial 
services.

The task force voted to seek ad- 
ditional federal funding following an 
Aug. 16 public hearing in Inkster, 
held to give seniors and nutrition site

The task force fired off a letter to 
U S. Commissioner on Aging Robert

program currently provides some

Red Cross 
will launch 
'new tactic ‘ 


A new tactic in the battle against the "silent 
killer” will be introduced early this fall when Red 
Cross launches a high blood pressure detection, 
referral and follow-up program at its blood donor 
sites throughout southeastern Michigan. 

Each time a person visits a Red Cross donor site 
to give blood, a blood pressure reading is taken as 
part of the routine pre-screening process for donors. 
Individuals with readings of 200-100, or higher, will 
be concentrated on in the program. 

"We are hopeful that this will give medical 
personnel access to many people who may not 
otherwise be reached by other agencies conducting 
hypertension screening,” explained Natalie Prince, 
RN, chairperson of the Nursing and Health Services 
Committee of the Red Cross Southeastern Michigan 
Chapter. 

"The follow-up is planned for both people who 
currently are receiving treatment and those who 
are not,” she added. . . . , 

Last year, more than 255,000 potential blood, 
donors registered at Red Cross blood collection sites 
in southeastern Michigan. 

"About 10 percent of those people were deferred 
from giving blood for a variety of reasons, one of 
which is high blood pressure,” said the committee 
chairperson, adding that the follow-up program has 
been based on the premise that there is a greater 
probability that a hypertensive patient will seek and 
continue treatment when someone other than a 
family member shows concern about his or her 
well-being 

The program is scheduled to go into operation 
Sept. 1. 

Red Cross Nursing and Health Service regularly 
offers a free course throughout the community in 
which the basic skills of measuring blood pressure 
are taught to laypersons.

seniors." Beard said. "Even though 
the county recently got mere money 
from the state to restore June cut- 
backs in the nutrition program, we 
still are turning about 500 seniors 
away at the door for lack of federal 
dollars’’ 

"We have another 500 seniors who 
simply can’t make it to the centers 
because of illness or other porblems, 
but we have volunteers ready to 
deliver the meals if we can only get 
the money,” she added 

Dante DiVitto, director of the 
Wayne County Office on Aging, said 
it would cost $400,000 to provide an 
additional 1,000 meals annually 

Beard and Presnell will also in- 
troduce a resolution before the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners urging an overall 


upgrading and expansion of the 
federal nutrition program which is 
funded under the Older Americans 
Act. 

The proposed Beard-Presnell 
resolution calls for: 

— The federal government to 
increase the annual allotment for 
senior citizen nutrition programs to 
handle an ever-increasing elderly 
population. 

— More federal dollars to upgrade 
the quantity and quality of the food 
being served, particularly in the 
fresh produce category to include 
more salads and fresh fruits. 

— More flexible state and federal 
guidelines concerning off-site 
deliveries and service to shut-ins. 

— Consideration by the federal 
government of expanding the 
Monday through Friday program to 
include weekend meals. (This 


currently is available in some areas 
of thenation, including thesite at the 
Twin Towers in Inkster.) 

Commissioners Manning, Dumas 
and Jovner emphasized that the 
taskforce would continue to monitor 
the nutrition program needs and 
would follow through on several 
issuesraisedby seniors at the public 
hearing.

Pilot program established 
on direct payment to utility 


Aid to Dependent Children (ADC) 
households in Wayne County may 
elect to have their heating fuel bills 
paid directly and automatically to 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. 
under a one-year pilot project 
outlined last week by officials of the 
Michigan Department of Social 
Services (MDSS). 

The project, formally called the 
Voluntary Heating Fuel Budget 
Plan, according to MDSS Director 
John T. Dempsey, has been ap- 
proved by the U. S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. It 
will safeguard the health and safety 
of children by assuring ADC 
families continuous heating fuel 
service.

Until contracts are negotiated 
with additional heating companies, 
enrollment is limited to customers of 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. 

Some 57 percent of Wayne County 
ADC households or more than 46,000 
families receive heating fuel 
allowances. Approximately 40,000 of 
these families are served by 
Michigan Consolidated. 

Under the budget plan, an ADC 
family may arrange for the 
Department of Social Services to 
deduct the monthly heating fuel 


allowance from thegrantand have it 
paid directly to the gas company. 

At the end of the year, the 
department will pay the gas com- 
pany any difference between the 
recipient’s total heating fuel 


payments and actual heating costs. 

If heating costs are less than the 
payments made, Michigan Con- 
solidated will pay the difference to 
the recipient

Congressman replies 


On Monday, the Van Buren 
Board of Trustees approved a 
measure that would place the 
question of a four-mill . tax in- 
crease on this November s ballot. 
The millage increase would be 
earmarked for expanding and up- 
dating the Van Buren Police 
Department. 

The action by the board is a 
further indication of growing 
dissatisfaction among com- 
munities currently relying, in full 
or in part, on the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department for police 
patrols. 

Perhaps it is unfair to criticize 
the performance of the sheriffs of 
late, given the condition of 
Wayne County, currently pressed 
to the financial breaking point. 
But when dealing in a commodity 
as vital to the community as 
police protection, the question 
can only be how much, not if.... 

For many years, out-county 
areas were provided with their 
only police protection by the 
sheriffs. It was either that or 
nothing. In the beginning, the 
county sheriffs responded to the 
challenge with vigor even if the 
service was less than 
professional. 

It is ironic that today, with the 
county sheriff's department 
having developed into an ef- 
ficient crime fighting unit, well 
trained and organized, that 
county financial circumstances 
may bring down the final 
curtain on the sheriff’s 
long and recently successful 
service to the community. 

The Van Buren decision to seek 
a full-time force of its own, 
follows closely the same decision 
recently arrived at in Canton 
Township. And grumblings heard 
coming from other communities 
now utilizing the sheriffs for 
police protection, lead us to 
believe that the days of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, as we now know it, 
are numbered. 

The villain? Inflation and the 
State of Michigan. 

For years Lansing lawmakers 
have mandated new and ex- 
panded county programs with 
never a question of where the 
funding for those programs 
would come from The burden 


then fell on the shoulders of the 
county to raise the necessary 
revenue for the mandated 
programs without cutting 
existing programs, many of 
which were also state mandated. 

While the state must ultimately 
accept the responsibility for the 
demise of the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, as we know it, the county 
must also share the blame. 

County politics has long been 
the perfect example of self- 
interest at odds with public- 
interest. 

A glance at the current county 
payroll will disclose a long list of 
former commissioners who have 
used their elected office with the 
county as a spring-board to 
financially secure high-paying 
county jobs. The only 
requirement for which appears to 
have been the commissioner’s 
ability to convince his colleagues 
to create the positions in the first 
place. 

This incest, to a large extent, 
along with the general poor 
management, is responsible for 
bringing the county to its knees. 

In Van Buren Township, 
projected costs for the expanded 
24-member police department is 
in the area of $600,000. In con- 
trast, that same $600,000 spent 
with the county for sheriff’s 
patrols, would provide just two 
cars. 

It is really a wonder than, that 
Van Buren has made the decision 
to take the issue to the voters. It 
will be surprising if more com- 
munities currently relying on the 
sheriff’s department, do not 
follow suit. 

Of further interest is the fact 
that the Van Buren action comes 
at a time when many experts are 
counseling the principle of 
shared services. But shared 
services look much better on 
paper than on the community’s 
streets. 

In spite of the dire predictions 
coming from county officials 
relative to the potential impact 
on county government of a 
Michigan version of California’s 
proposition 13, maybe such a 
measure would provide a new 
beginning for the mismanaged 
and crumbling Wayne County 
government. 


Hall-of-Fame 
should be here 


'Dear Editor. 



Dear Dennis: 

I read with interest your recent article ad- 
dressed, “Dear Congressman,” and assumed it 
was directed at me, since I represent all the 
communities served by your fine newspapers. 

Your proposal for Uniform Auto Licensing at the 
Federal level has a high degree of merit, but upon 
close examination, it would seem to pose more 
problems than it would solve. 

As you know, auto license plates represent an 
important source of income for all the states. Fees 
range from as low as $12 to as high as $100. 
Michigan’s $20 average puts us in the lower 
category. The income to the state treasury from 
the owners of the estimated 6.000,000 vehicles in 
Michigan is about $120,000,000 a year. The state 
could hardly afford to give up this income. 

License plates also serve as a valuable tool for 
law enforcement. Police depend upon legible, 
easily-read numbers in locating stolen cars, in 


A recent issue of a Metro 
newspaper carried a story 
about the impending selection of 
the site for the National Bowling 
Hall of Fame. 

In that story, it was pointed out 
that Detroit, one of the eight 
finalists for the site, is the 
country’s leader in registered 
bowlers 

For the many who have been 
tumed-away at the local alley on 
a Sunday afternoon, that fact will 
come as little surprise, but ap- 
parently officials in bowding are 
not aware of the overwhelming 
numerical superiority that 
Detroit can boast of. 

The Bowling Hall of Fame has 


tracing hit-run drivers, and in tracking down 
criminals who use automobiles. 

The number of digits on present state license 
plates can be held to six, making for easier 
legibility. If we went to a nation-wide numbering 
system, it would require seven, and possibly eight, 
digits to handle the estimated 120,000,000 cars now 
in use, and the 10,000,000 to 11,000,000 added each 
year. This would require either smaller numbers, 
with less legibility, or larger plates, which would 
be more expensive and cumbersome. 

Michigan at one time issued plates to each car 
when it was registered, and the plates stayed with 
that vehicle during its life. Some years ago. with 
strong police support, the system was changed so 
that plates are issued to the owner, and are 
transferred whenever he changes cars. 

You mentioned in your article that I and other 
office-holders have promised to “bring govern- 


ment back to the people and reduce Federal 
spending.” 

Although I do not recall making this specific 
promise, I do agree with the premise, and this in 
itself is a powerful argument against turning 
another state function over to the Federal 
government. 

I have consistently fought this trend; I prefer to 
keep as much authority and responsibility as 
possible in the hands of locally elected and state- 
elected officials, and not in the hands of appointed 
Federal bureaucrats. 

In short, auto licensing by the states provides a 
self-enforcing tax, and this money, as you know, is 
used primarily to help maintain state highways. 
The present system, despite its drawbacks, is 
probably the best we can devise. 

I do appreciate your interest, and hope to see 
more “Dear Congressman” letters in the future.

'Dear Congressman . 



To begin with, let me say how much I appreciate 
your response to my last letter. I realize that you 
are extremely busy in the pursuit of satisfying 
your commitment to the public, and it would have 
been understandable had you not replied. But 
since you not only answered the letter, but asked 
for more, I am happy to oblige. 

As you must realize, congressman, the in’s and 
out’s of government bewilder the average citizen 
to the point of despair. 

Many citizens feel that the process of govern- 
ment has been designed to discourage their mput, 
and from my point of view, that conclusion is not 
entirely incorrect. 

Starting at the local level where the citizen often 
encounters hostile resentment at his attempted 
involvement, the problem becomes even worse yet 
at the state level, and impossible altogether at the 
national level. 

The problem becomes even more significant 
when you consider that most elected officials will 
quickly point out to the questioning citizen, his 
belief that our form of government provides for 
the elected official to represent, but not 
necessarily follow, the flow of public opinion in his 
district. 


That being the situation, many citizens feel that 
their voice is not heard at all on the national level. 

Now I realize this point is debatable depending 
on your perspective, but indications all suggest 
that most citizens are unhappy with their elected 
officials, with the primary reason for that 
dissatisfaction being the elected official’s lack of 
accessibility. 

It is just that lack of accessibility which prompts 
most to conclude that elected officials care little 
for the advice or suggestions coming from those 
they represent. And it is, I believe, that lack of 
accessibility which creates the suspicion and 
distrust of elected officials by the citizens. 

Fully realizing the heavy schedule, and 
demands on the time, of our elected officials, I 
make the following suggestion: 

You are one of the few elected officials who have 
demonstrated a concern for effective com- 
munications with those you represent. Since that 
is the case, I would ask you to go just a little 
further in that effort. 

Why don’t you schedule a town meeting in each 
of the 20 communities that you represent here in 
Western Wayne County.

You could either schedule the meeting 
throughout the year, say two a month, or during 
the summer recess in which case the meetings 
could be compressed into a shorter time period. 

The format for the meetings should provide for 
the direct questioning on you, and-or your staff if 
available, by the members of the community who 
attend. An impartial moderator could be selected 
to provide for a more formal atmosphere if 
necessary, but formal or not, the benefit to the 
community and those citizens who participate 
would go far beyond the simple fact that they had 
the opportunity of meeting their congressman. 

Gone would be the oft’ held impression that 
congressmen all have two heads. Gone would the 
image of our congressman as some faceless entity 
glimpsed only infrequently in the pages of the 
newspaper or on the television screen. And gone 
would be a substantial portion of the mistrust 
which many hold elected officials in. 

Should you accept this suggestion, Associated 
Newspapers will be happy to inform the residents 
of the communities we serve of the time and dates 
for the ‘Meet your Congressman Night’.

The art of Dentistry.... .. Concluded 


In this, the last in the series on dental care, we 
will present an overview and some miscellaneous 
bits of information we picked up during the course 
of interviewing for the first five columns. 

Of the 6391 licensed dentists in Michigan, less 
than 10 percent are female. But, it appears that 
the percentage is gradually increasing, in that 35 
out of the current class of lfcO at The University of 
Michigan School of Dentistry are representatives 
of the fairer sex. 

What is required for one to become a dentist? 

First, you must have a four-year bachelor 
degree from an accredited institution. Next, you 
must spend four more years in an accredited 
school of dentistry — there are two such schools in 
Michigan: The University of Michigan and the 
University of Detroit. 

The four vears spent in the dental school are 
very similar to the four years one spends in 
^medical school. 

You must demonstrate a competency in the 
basic sciences; e.g., bio-chemistry, physiology, 
pathology, histology, and anatomy, especially of 
the neck and head. 

At the end of your first year of pure classwork, 
you are introduced to the clinical environment. 
For the next three years, your classwork becomes 
less intense as you spend more and more time in 
the clinic learning the art of your profession. 
Dentistry, like most professions, is both art and 
science. 

After you have graduated from dental school 
and satisfied licensure requirements, you must, if 
you are to provide the best of service to your 
patients participate in continuing education 
courses, seminars, lectures, and stay current on 
the literature. 

According to Dr. Eichler, ‘ ‘The state of the art in 
dentistry is growing at an incredible rate. Those 
practioners who don’t keep pace with this growth 
are perhaps doing a disservice both to the

profession and to the patients who come to them 
anticipating appropriate dental care.” 

He said that it’s been only recently that dentists 
have gained the respect which generally has 
always been accorded to the physician. 

“We have more confidence in ourselves,” he 
said, “and as such have been able to improve our 
self image. We have parallel interests with the 
physician in that we too are devoted to the delivery 
of quality health care service. 

Indeed, from time to time we — the dentists and 
the physicians — consult on specific cases. After 
all, it’s next to impossible to isolate one part of the 
human anatomy and function from the remainder 
of the person.” 

Dr. Eichler recited some criteria which he said 
he would recommend to people searching for a 
dentist. 

“First,” he said, “the dentist out to be one who 
takes a sufficient amount of time to study com- 
pletely the conditions of the teeth and mouth. 
There’s no need to hurry through any procedure. 
Next, a potential patient should examine the 
condition of the waiting room, the treatment room, 
and the appearance of the dentist himself. 

If the general housekeeping and the dentist’s 
mode of dress approximate what you consider 
appropriate, then you may opt to be treated with 
somewhat greater confidence. 

“Thirdly, the dentist should be one who takes an 
interest in your total oral health and then 
describes for you a plan of treatment designed 
specifically to satisfy your needs. 

“Lastly, you should have a general feeling of 
confidence in the practioner. Your questions 
should be answered directly and with a 
vocabulary understable to the layman. You should 
feel that your dentist is knowledgeable and 
competent.” 

As a final paragraph, I want to express my

HEW demands 
equal spanking for girls

On August 1, 1978, Superintendent Dennis 
Carmichael of the Bellevue Public Schools in 
Washington state received the following directive 
from Marlaina Kainer of the Seattle office of the 
US. Department of Health, Education and 
welfare: 

“The Bellevue Public Schools must submit a 
plan that will guarantee equal treatment on the 
basis of sex in disciplinary matters, and in par- 
ticular the administration of corporal punish- 
ment ” 

The Bellevue Schools spank unruly students as a 
last resort: with adult witnesses, and after contact 
with parents. 

During the academic year of 1975-76, the school 
authorities spanked 30 boys — but only two girls. 

One parent complained to HEW that this was 
“sexist” — so Secretary Califarto’s local social 
enginers issued the Paddle-The-Girls-As-Much- 
As-The-Bovs edict

3 critically injured in i-275 collision 


Three were critically hurt in a 
two- truck collission at 8 a m. 
Monday on the 1-275 and Michigan 
Avenue. 

According to police reports it 
appears that a truck hauling steel 
axles collided with a dump truck 
hauling asphalt when the steel 
truck’s transmission locked and 
apparently exploded. 


Dennis Zierele, the driver of the 
steel hauler, with his 10-year-old 
daughter Kimberly was 
trasporting the steel axles for 
General Motors Company. While 
traveling northbound on the 
freeway, it appears that Zierele’s 
transmission locked causing him to 
swerve into the other truck. 

The other truck involved in the 


collision was driven by William 
Burk who was transporting asphalt 
to a GM plant in Ypsilanti. 

From the appearance of the 
debris thrown abqyt at the scene, 
Canton Township Police officer 
Lou Stevens says that he believes 
that the transmission might have 
exploded. 


“But we’re still investigating. So 
far we can’t say anything for 
certain,” said Stevens who is 
working on the investigation with 
two detectives frorrw the depart- 
ment. 

He said only that Burk was able 
tocomment, that allhe remembers 
was being hit, before going into a 
dizzy spell. 


Both Zierele and his daughter 
were unable to comment.

Zierele is suffering from a broken 
collar bone, a broken leg, punc- 
tured ribs and other cuts and 


bruises. His daughter has a broken 
wrist, multiple injuries to her ribs 
and minor cuts and bruises, ac- 
cording to the hospital report. 

Burk, a resident of Detroit is in 
critical condition, but improving.

The .Wayne County Office of 
Manpower not only offers jobs, it 
teaches you how to perform them. 

Under a CETA program, county 
residents will be accepted for 
vocational training in a number of 
fields. 

Currently, there’s a pre- 
apprenticeship program in ceramic 
tile setting being offered through the 
CETA grant. 

To qualify, applicants must be 
Wayne County residents, except for 
Detroit, Dearborn, or Livonia, 
unemployed or under-employed, 
physically fit, and have a valid 
drivers license. 

Tile setting involves the kind of 
ceramic tiles that are often 
plastered onto bathroom walls. 
Applications for this training are 
now being taken by the Office of 
Manpower, Vocational Education 
Unit, 224-7148. 


But tile setting is only one of a 
number of different CETA programs 
offered 

Other kinds of jobs go into into 
medicine: licensed practical nurse,’ 
EKG technician, medical laboratory 
technician, nurse’s aide, medical 
assistant. 

Also available are computer 
programmer and operator, 
repairer, radio and TV repair, and 
keypunch operator. 

There are also CETA openings at 
times for secretaries, truck drivers, 
mechanics, and FCC technicians. 

A CETA job is essentially on-the- 
job training with the government 
paying a salary that usually runs 
$8,500, but can reach $10,000. 

The Ceramic Tile Setting School at 
538-3388, has information about the 
current job offering; while Pat 
Urban at the Office of Manpower, 
224-7178, has information about the 
vocational program in general.

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STROKE 

Do you know the warning signs? 


One of the most frightening of all 
the afflictions that can befall the 
human body hasalwaysbeen stroke. 
Located in the brain, that most 
mysterious of all human organs, it 
was thought that a stroke came 
completely without warning, leaving 
its victims with a vareitv of im- 
paired capacities ranging from 
slight speech difficulties to total 
disability. 

After years of research and 
careful observation, however, much 
of the mystery is gone Many of the 
causes are now known, and 
diagnostic techniques, drues 
surgery and therapy have given the 


stroke patient a much brighter 
outlook than was once possible. 

Just as important, it is now known 
that a stroke often gives warning of 
its impending approach — days, 
weeks or even months before it 
happens 

According to Dr. Richard Antell, 
president of the Michigan Heart 
Association, the warning signs of 
stroke are : 

—A sudden, temporary weakness 
of numbness of the face, arm or leg. 

—Temporary difficulty or loss of 
speech, or understanding speech 

-Sudden, temporary dimness of 
loss of vision, particularly in one 
eye. 


—An ipisode of double vision 

—Unexplained headaches, or a 
change in the pattern of headaches 

— Temporary (fineness or un- 
steadiness. 

—A recent change in personality 
or mental ability . 

What exactly, is a stroke? 

Dr. Antell explained: “A stroke 
occurs when a portion of the brain 
ceases to receive oxygen-rich blood, 
because of either a blood clot or 
hemorrhage. Deprived of oxygen, 
brain cel Is cannot function, and that 
part of our body controlled by those 
cells cannot function either 


Group studies funding 
for centralized court 


An estimated 1,840,000 people in 
thell S. are afflicted with stroke. In 
1975, stroke killed nearly 200.000 
people. 

“These are tragic figures.” said 
J)r> Antell, “when so many strokes 
c'uuld be prevented.” 

How? 

“In general if you’re following a 
‘heart-healthy* lifestyle, you’re also 
reducing your risk of stroke, since 
stroke is a form of cardiovascular 
disease.” 

“First among the risk factors,” 
said Dr Antell “is high blood 
pressure. A man with a systolic 
blood pressure over 150 has nearly 
four times the risk of stroke as a 
man whose reading is under 120. 

“Next is cigaret smoking. A man 
who smokes more than a pack of 
cigarets a day runs a risk nearly five 


times as great a risk as that of a non- 
smoker 

“High cholesterol is another 
factor. A man with a serum 
cholesterol of 250 or over runs three 
times the risk of stroke as a man 
with a reading below 194. 

“Also. I must add— watch your 
weight and get regular exercise 

“And remember the warning 
signs mentioned earlier. If you have 
had one or more of them, see your 
doctor. Early detection is still the 
best weapon that your doctor— and 
you— have.” 

Dr. Antell concluded: “If you’d 
like more information on stroke, just 
call arty office of the Michigan Heart 
Association. Remember, ‘we’re 
fighting for your life.’ ” 

The Michigan Heart Association is 
a United Way agency. 




A citizen task force will be named 
soon to study funding sources for the 
proposed construction of a $65 
million Wayne County central courts 
facility in downtown Detroit. 

The creation of a task force 
composed of community officials, 
business and labor representatives 
and interested citizens was 
authorized by the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners at an Aug. 
10 meeting. 

The board’s public works com- 
mittee had recommended that a 
citizen task force be named to seek 
state and federal funding for the 
project on July 20. 

The proposed new facility would 


house the 33 -member Wayne Circuit, 
Common Pleas and Probate courts, 
plus the two new circuit judgeships 
mandated by the state, under one 
roof — a 36-story addition to the City- 
County Building. 

The recommendation followed a 
request from Chief Circuit Court 
Judge Richard D. Dunn, who said 
the present court arrangement is 
“almost intolerable.” 

“The courts are now scattered in 
five different locations,” Dunn 
stated. “The burden of moving 
witnesses, attorneys, files and 
jurors from building to building — 
with some nearly 10 blocks away — 
is unbelievable. It costs us con- 


siderable court time — and tfiat 
means court backlog and inefficient 
use of tax dollars.” 

The new facility would free-up 
100,000 square feet in the City- 
County Building 51,000 in the Old 
County Building, thereby allowing 
other county offices to move in and 
avoid huge rent payments. 

Under the present system with 
rental arrangements, it would cost 
taxpayers $571 million over the next 
40 years, but ownership would bring 
the cost down to $391 million. 

The project would create 1.200 
jobs for three years, meaning a $29 
million payroll for on-site labor 
The citizens committee will be 
appointed soon by Board Chairman 
Jarrette Simmons.

them so more energy 
goes into the fruit 
already growing there. 

Allow 6 to 7 weeks 
from flowering to 
ripened tomatoes. That 
means tomatoes 
flowering before August 
22 should produce ripe 
tomatoes before the 
date of killing frost for 
Southeastern Michigan. 
Even flowers blooming 
after August 22 might 
produce large green 
tomatoes that could be 
fried as green tomatoes 
or ripened indoors. 

Q: We want to reseed 
bare areas in our lawn 
now, but have a lot of 


crabgrass growing 
there. Can we kill the 
crabgrass and then 

seed? 

A: Using weedkiller 
just previous to fall 
seeding is risky so isn’t 
recommended. Since 
crabgrass is an annual 
that is quite easily 
controlled by a 
preemergence weed- 
killer in the spring, 
proceed with digging up 
the area, rake aside the 
crabgrass shwing on the 
surface and seed as 
usual. Then use a pre- 
emergent crabgrass 
control in late April or 
early May.

Lawmakers toughen 
attitude on narcotics 


The State Legislature has taken a 
much tougher attitude toward the 
narcotics traffic, career criminals, 
arson and other criminal activities. 

That’s the word trom State Rep. 
Edward Mahalak (D-38th District). 

"^According to the Romulus 
^Democrat, the traffic in heroin and 
other illegal drugs is a serious state- 
wide problem in Michigan, causing a 
spiral of drug-related crimes. 

A series ot bills tl t cleared the 
legislature, and has been signed into 
law, will require harsh mandatory 
sentences for large-scale narcotics 
■dealers. The required sentences 
r^nge from mandatory probation for 
life or 10 to 20 years imprisonment 
for conviction of dealing in 50 to 225 
grams of opium and its derivatives, 
which includes heroin or cocaine, to 
20 to 30 years for 225 to 650 grams 
and life imprisonment for 650 grams 
or more. Six hundred and fifty 
grams is 23 ounces, which has a 
street value of as much as $1 million, 
Mahalak said. 

A second conviction in the 50 to 650 
gram range would carry a man- 
datory life sentence, he added, 
saying that the new laws allow no 
suspended sentences, or any parole 
or time off for good behavior, for any 
of the prison sentences. 

“These penalties may seem very 
harsh, but are not inappropriate in 
terms of the damage that drug 
dealers do to society,” Mahalak 
’ said. ‘‘The potential for profit is so 

■ great in drug dealing that the old 
; penalties posed little or no deterrent 

to would-be violators, with lenient 

■ probation and parole policies 
weaken i ng the threat < r im- 

; prisonment still further 

r“Two other new laws will better 
equip police in their investigations of 
suspected arson cases, he continued. 

One of the two bills established an 
arson strike force in the State Police 

- Fire Marshal Division, with 

- authority to investigate every case 
involving conspiracy to commit 
arson, a fire set to defraud, or any 

: other act of arson. It also will make 

- information, technology and skills 
available to local arson in- 

~ vestigators, he said

information which could aid them in 
their work. It requires insurance 
companies to release information in 
their files to arson investigators, 
upon request, and protects the 
companies against civil liability for 
doing so. 

“The insurance companies often 
had been reluctant to release this 
information for fear of prosecution 
or civil action by someone who 
might consider himself injured or 
defamed by the transmission of such 
information, despite the fact that the 
files can be of considerable value to 
arson investigators,” Mahalak said. 

In a move to get violent criminals 
and accused criminals off the 
streets, the legislature adopted a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
which would limit the guaranteed 
right to bail. The proposal will be on 
the November general election 
ballot. 

The Michigan Constitution 
presently guarantees the right to 
bail to all except those accused of 
murder or the rare crime of treason. 

Directed against the “career 
criminals,” the constitutional 
amendment would permit a judge to 
deny the right to bail for a person 
accused of a felony after two or 
more convictions of violent crimes 
in the past 15 years and for those 
accused of a violent crime while on 
bail for another felony count. 

The proposal also would allow the 
court to deny bail to those accused of 
armed robbery, kidnapping with 
intent to extort money or first- 
degree criminal sexual conduct 
(violent or forceful rape). 

Also signed *nto law was a bill to 
effectively crack down on the 
distribution of pornography to 
minors, carrying a penalty of up to 
two years in prison and a fine of as 
much as $10,000. Mahalak said 

“Unlike an earlier law r , which the 
courts held to be unconstitutional, 
the new legislation is wTitten in a 
way which is expected to fully meet 
court standards,” he explained 

Two other new laws set harsher 
penalties for the use of minors in 
pornographic productions and 
legally makes such use of minors a 
form of child abuse

Citizens, students, and service clubs are being 
urged to join the big “Vial of Life March” in Wayne 
County on October 7. 

Thousands of volunteers are being asked to help 
distribute “Vial of Life” kits, which will include a 
specially-marked vial (small pill bottle) and im- 
portant medical information forms to every 
household in their neighborhoods. 

The big march is being organized by the Wayne 
County Vial of Life Task Force, chaired by Wayne 
County Commissioner Ervin A. Steiner Jr. 

Steiner said: “Several groups are already on the 
bandwagon — but we need hundreds more to make 
the march a success.” 

The Vial of Life program currently is operating in 
seven suburban communities and a portion of 
Detroit, but that it should be county-wide because 
the program “does save lives in emergency 
situations”, Steiner added 

The idea behind the vials is to provide emergency 
teams with vital medical information at the scene of 
an emergency. Citizens will be urged to place the 
information sheets (designed by the Wayne County 
Health Department) into their vial and put the vial 
in their refrigerator. Vial-of-life stickers will 
identify participating households. And emergency 
workers will be trained to look for the identifying 
decals.

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Energy assistance project 
misses its $38 million goal 


A program begun last January to 
distribute about $38 million to low- 
income Michigan households as a 
state grant to help residents pay 

rising heat and utility costs is falling 
short of its goal, despite a recent 

three-month legislative extension, 
easing of eligibility requirements 


and direct payment to some ap 
plicants instead of to their fuel 
suppliers. 

Karlene Kraai, director of the 
Michigan Department of Social 
Services’ (MDSS) Energy 
Assistance Program, explained: 
“We've spent about $18.3 million 


through July, and we probably have 
another $2 million committed in new 
and reviewed applications, and in 
follow-up payments. 

“It is surprising that with the new 
rules we’ve only received less than 
5,000 new applications since the 
extension went into effect in mid- 
June.”

Book answers questions 
on school voucher plan 


The school voucher system and its 
allied property tax cut — an alter- 
native to financing elementary and 
secondary education — is a highly 
controversial issue facing Michigan 
voters in the November general 
election. 

What is the school voucher 
system? Canschools be organized to 
give students a better education? 
How will it improve public education 
in Michigan at less cost to the tax- 
payers? 

In a well-thought out program 
dealing with education in Michigan, 
R.J. Lytle answers these questions 
constructively in his latest book, 


“Property Tax Cut and School 
Vouchers.” 

Lytle explains in clear, concise 
language that parents and tax- 
payers can understand, how a 
voucher system works, what the 
school voucher proposal will do in 
Michigan, and how it compares with 
other tax reform proposals. The 
objective is obtained by a practical 
realization of the voucher theory — 
giving school money to parents and 
permitting them a choice of schools. 

The pocketbook size paperback, 
with a first-edition printing of 100,000 
copies, will be published Sept. 15, 
and will cost 50 cents. 


Lytle is an author, publisher and a 
manufacturer of building products. 
Beyond his business interests, 
Lytle’s 10 children — all educated in 
public schools — have caused him to 
maintain a strong interest in 
schools. He is a member of the 
Education Committee, Michigan 
State Chamber of Commerce. 


The change Mrs. Kraai predicted 
would bring in the largest number of 
new applications was the per- 
mission given by the legislature to 
send checks of from $60 to $160 
directly to qualified applicants who 
pay all of their utilities along with 
their rent. 

Under rules of the original law 
signed by the governor last 
December, renters whose utilities 
were included in one charge were 
not eligible for the grant. Others who 
did qualify had checks mailed on 
their behalf by the state directly to 
their utility suppliers to be applied 
to their account to either cover 
arrearages or to be credited 
against future costs. 

The amendment — signed into law 
June 21 — did result in a significant 
percentage of new, direct-payment 
applicants. However, overall 
response since the extension and 
rule changes ha^ been limited 
compared with the number of ap- 
plications received during the first 
four months of the program. 

Another change— eliminating a 
$15,000 liquid-assets ceiling— has 
produced a negligible response, 
Mrs. Kraai said. Extension of the 
application deadline, however, has 
resulted in about 2,500 applications 
from households that did not apply 
before the original April 30 cutoff. 

The program was designed to ease 
the burden of rising fuel costs to low- 
income and elderly Michigan 
households. Although cash 
assistance recipients (Aid to 
Dependent Children and General 
Assistance clients, for example) and 
full-time students who are claimed 
as dependents of another household 
are not eligible, food stamp and 
Medicaid beneficiaries among 
others are eligible, if they meet the 
primary low-income consideration. 
Qualification is determined first on 
1977 household income which cannot 
have exceeded $7,300 for a family of 
four or $7,000 for an elderly 
household in which at least one 
member is 65 years old or older. 

Applications are available at local 
DSS offices throughout the state, 
area Agency on Aging sites, fuel and 
utility company offices, and other 
local and regional community 
centers.

Westland drills 
fora 'gusher'

The City of Westland 
is drilling for a gusher, 
but it’s not oil they’re 
after. Oil won’t do much 
good watering a nine- 
hole golf course. 

The city is digging for 
water and is counting on 
that well coming 
through to irrigate the 
municipal golf course 
being readied on 
Merriman Road just 
south of Cherry Hill. 

The clubhouse is 
nearly complete, the 
parking lot paved, lights 
installed, landscaping 
in, and cart shelter 
built. 

Now the city needs 
water and four weeks to 
seed and fertilize the 
course itself. But the 
first try at digging a 
well came up dry and 
empty, said Ralph 
Tack, parks and 
recreation director. 

If they can hit water 
soon, then spend about a 
month greening the 
course, the facility 
might still open for 
about four weeks before 
the season ends. That’s 
Tack ’sop timistic 
outlook. 

The pessimistic 
outlook is that if no 
water is found, the 
facility will have to tap 
into the city water 
system, at no small 
expense and trouble. 

The course is being 
developed through the 


city Baildng Authority 
onabout48acresof land 
near the Cherry Hill and 
Merriman corner. The 
course is laid out next to 
and behind the newly 
constructed Birch Hill 
shopping plaza. The 
entire corner land area 
used to be the 18-hole 
Birch Hill golf course, 
but lay vacant for years 
after it closed. 

The golf course ar- 
chitects apparently 
decided to use a well to 
supply water for 
sprinkling as a money 


saving maneuver in 
planning the course, 
Tack said TTiey ddn’t 
foresee this difficulty in 
locating water. 

Once it is, if it is, 
found, the water will 
feed an above-ground 
reservoir “pond” on uie 
course, which will feed 
the underground 
irrigation system. 

After perhaps a few 
weeks of play on the 
course, it will close for 
the winter and start n> 
with full play next 
spring.

First prepare the containers Use only containers 1 pint or less in size that 
have tight-fitting lids Wash, scald and drain containers and lids, or use 
automatic dishw asher w ith really hot < 150 degrees or higher rinse water 


Then prepare the juice. Stem and thoroughly crush, one layer at a time, 
about 2 pounds Concord grapes Place crushed fruit in jelly cloth or bag and 
squeeze out juice. Measure 2 cups juice into large bowl or pan 
Then make the jelly. Thoroughly mix sugar into juice, let stand 10 minutes. 
Mix water and fruit pectin in small bowl; stir into juice Continue stirring 
about 3 minutes. (A few sugar crystals will ramain) Quickly pour into con- 
tainers Cover at once with tight lids Let stand at room temperature until set 
(may take up to 24 hours) ; then store in freezer If jelly will be used within 2 
or 3 weeks, it may be stored in the refrigerator Makes about 4 cups of 4 (8 fl. 
oz.) containers. 

Note: For ease in extracting juice, heat grapes slightly then crush using a 
potato masher or food mill. 


Grape-Plum Jelly 

3 cups prepared juice (about l- 1 * lb. fully ripe Concord grapes and 1-4 lb. 
fully ripe plums) 

6 cups <2 lb. 10 oz.) sugar 

4 cup water 

I box (l -*4 oz.) powdered fruit pectin 


First prepare the containers Use only containers 1 pint or less in size that 
have tight-fitting lids Wash, scald and drain containers and lids, or use 
automatic dishwasher with really hot (150 degrees or higher) rinse water 
Then prepare the juice Thoroughly crush, one layer at a time, about 1-4 
pounds Concord grapes Place crushed fruit in jelly cloth or bag and squeeze 
out juice Measure 1-4 cups into large bowl or pan Pit (do not peel) about 1-4 
pounds plums Chop very fine, then place in jelly cloth or bag and squeeze out 
juice Measure 1-4 cups into bow l with the grape juice 
Then make the jelly Thoroughly mix sugar into juices, let stand 10 minutes 
Mix water and fruit pectin in small saucepan Bring to a boil and boil l 
minute, stirring constantly Stir into the juices Continue stirring about 3 
minutes A few sugar crystals will remain) Quickly pour into containers 
Cover at once with tight lids Let stand at room temperature until set (may 
take up to 24 hours) then store in freezer If jelly will be used within 2 or 3 
weeks, it may be stored in the ref ngerator Makes about 6 cups or 6 (8 fl oz ) 
containers 

Note For ease in extracting juice from grapes, heat fruit slightly, then 
crush using a potato masher or food mill

Photo show 
surveys U.S. 
wilderness 

Fifty color photographs taken in wilderness areas 
of the United States by photographer Michael Catlin 
will be on display in the lobby of the Eastern 
Michigan University Center of Educational 
Resources Sept. 6-29. 

The exhibit, titled “Turn of a Leaf: Vanishing 
Miracle,” is part of a larger study that was funded 
jointly by a grant from the “Environment and Man 
Program” at Utah State University and by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

Catlin, who is convinced that the visual source of 
communication (photographs) is very often 
neglected, decided to record parts of the wilderness 
through his photographs. His EMU exhibition is 
only a part of the hundreds of photographs he took 
during his study. 

Catlin, an ardent conservationist, studied at the 
University of Montana, Santa Barbara City College 
and earned his master of arts degree in fine arts at 
Utah State University. 

Before receiving his grant for “A Photographic 
Study of the Aesthetic Value of the Wilderness 
Environment,” Catlin had experience in com- 
mercial photography, motion pictures, news 
photography, teaching and creative photography. 

The wilderness photographs will be on display 
during regular library hours The exhibit is free to 
the public.

A ccessibility:

(This is one in a series of public 
service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish

“Committing” someone to a mental 
hospital isn’t generally a topic of 
conversation until it affects someone 
close to us. 

But as a subject of today’s “Know 
Your Michigan Law,” it’s ap- 
propriate to review the safeguards 
established in the 1974 Mental 
Health Code to guard against ar- 
bitrary or unnecessary com- 
mittment in any of the state’s 
mental hospitals. 

There are two ways in which an 
adult can be admitted to a mental 
hospital, voluntarily and in- 
voluntarily. 

For voluntary admissions, the 
person simply requests that the 
hospital accept him or her for 
treatment and medical personnel 
determine that the person would 
legitimately benefit from inpatient 
treatment.

Involuntary committment 
requires the services of probate 
court. Someone with firsthand 
knowledge which might indicate 
that a person is mentally ill must 
first file a petition with the court or 
apply directly to a mental hospital 
asking for the involuntary 
hospitalization of the other person. 

The petition must state why the 
person is believed to be mentally 
disturbed and a doctor’s certificate 
must concur that the person is in 
need of treatment. 

The court or hospital then can 
order psychiatric examination to 
determine or verify some disorder. 
Once a person is deemed to have 
some mental or emotional disorder, 
the court can call a hearing to 
determine if the person should be 
committed. 

A person who is the subject of an 
involuntary hospitalization attempt 
has many rights under Michigan’s 
laws. He or she is entitled to: 

— Copies of the admission petition 
and the physician’s certificates to 
help prepare a defense. 

— Services of an attorney, paid for 
by the county, if necessary. 

— Trail by jury, with the subject 
present. 

— An independent examination by 
a physician. 

It is important to note that being 
mentally ill is not enough to require 
that a person be hospitalized in- 
voluntarily. A person can be in- 
voluntarily hospitalized only if — in 
addition to being mentally ill — one 
of two conditions be established — 
first, there is reason to believe the 
person will harm someone in the 
near future, and second, there is 
reason to believe he or she is unable 
to attend to basic physical needs, 
such as food, clothing, or shelter. 

If the person was admitted as a 
voluntary patient, he or she is free to 
terminate their stay at any time. But 
if they have been involuntarily 
committed to the mental hospital by 
the court, it is up to the hospital staff 
to decide when to release the 
patient.

Mills and covered bridges 
recall Michigan's history 


(Note: “Mills and Covered 
Bridges” is the 13th in a series of 15 
weekly articles on “Offbeat 
Michigan.” These features are 
designed to encourage Michigan 
tourism and near-home travel. 

The creaking sound of water- 
wheels and the echo of horses’ 
hooves against hand-hewn timbers 
still can be heard in Michigan’s mills 
and covered bridges. 

Products from livestock feed to 
tangy apple cider continue to be 
produced by mills scattered 
throughout Lower Michigan while a 
few have been converted to other 
uses, including a theater and a 
restaurant. 

Although more than a century old, 
some of the covered bridges listed 
by Auto Club still carry light 
vehicles. Others have only recently 
been built as part of parks, picnic 
areas and resorts. 

The tiny community of Ada near 
Grand Rapids is home of the 125-foot 
Ada Bridge, which in 1867 was the 
first to span the Thomapple River. It 
now is open to foot traffic only. 

Visitors to Fallasburg Bridge 
Park north of Lowell will see a 100- 
foot structure built in 1871 across the 
Flat River. 

And, just two miles north, a 
roadside table near White’s Bridge 
is a favorite stop for picnickers and 
photography buffs. The 116-foot span 


was built with wooden pegs and 
hand-cut nails in 1869 and carries 
auto traffic across the Flat River. 

At 282 feet, Langley Bridge on the 
St. Joseph River near Centerville is 
the state’s longest covered span. 
Constructed in 1887, it, too, can be 
driven by auto and seen from a 
nearby riverside park. 

Those wishing to photograph the 
46-year-old Morris Bridge, a 40-foot- 
long structure on private property 
nearNile6, must call (616-683-3329) a 
week in advance. 

Tive other bridges are of more 
recent construction. Newest is at 
Bay Valley Inn near Bay City. Until 
1972, when sides and roof were in- 
stalled, the 72-foot structure was a 
railroad bridge. 

Alpena County’s 60-foot-long 
Fletcher Park Bridge near Long 
Rapids was built in 1968 with 
hemlock timbers from the park’s 
own groves. 

Tourists can fee goats, deer and 
elephants and see other animals at 
King’s Animaland near Richmond in 
Southeast Michigan, where a 20-foot 
covered bridge was built over the 
Salt River in 1965. 

Reserved for golfers, the covered 
bridge on Detroit’s Belle Isle Golf 
Course can be seen from the island’s 
Oakwood Drive. The 70-foot span 
was built in 1913 of wood and con- 
crete. 


The only covered structure not 
original to Michigan is the 146-year- 
old Ackley Bridge in Dearborn s 
Greenfield Village. Moved from 
Pennsylvania in 1937, it is used by 
the viilage’s horse-drown carriages 
as well as persons on foot. 

The village also is home of what 
may be the oldest mill in America. 
The Cape Cod Windmill, moved 
there in 1936, was built in the early- 
to mid-l600s and is one of a dozen 
mills on display. 

Theoldest state business of its 
orignial site is Manchester’s E G. 
Mann & Sons Feed Mill (313-428- 
7077). Tours of this water-powered 
mill must be arranged in advance 

Holland’s Windmill Island is the 
site of a 200-year-old Dutch windmill 
still grinding flour that visitors may 
purchase 

In fall, tangy apple cider is en- 
joyed by visitors to several water- 
driven mills. Two are in Rochester 
and Parshallville. 

In Rochester, the historic Clihton- 
Kalama zoo Canal is carried over the 
Yates Cider Mill (313-651-8300) by a 
picturesque wooden flume. 

Power for cider making at Tom 
Walker’s Grist Mill (313-629-9079) 
near Parshallville comes from a 
turbine turned by water from Ore 
Creek. 

Anglers can fish for trout 


alongside another Rochester-area 
mill, the Paint Creek Cider Mill (313- 
651-8361). 

Other mills have been saved from 
the wrecking ball and are now 
serving a variety of other purposes. 

A 90-year-old four and grist mill at 
Homer now is home of True Grist 
Ltd. Dinner Theatre (517-568-4151). 
In Rockford, a mill more than 100 
years old has become the Old Mill 
Restaurant (616-8664306) in that 
city’s restored Squires Street 
Square. 

Three mills at Milan, Dundee and 
Tecumseh formerly were owned by 
auto pioneer Henry Ford and now 
are community centers used for 
meetings and senior citizen 
programs. The mill’s waterwheel 
remains at Tecumseh while only the 
millraces are left at Milan and 
Dundee. 

A waterwheel adorning the Ford 
Motor Co’s Northville Valve Plant 
formerly powered office lighting 
Although no tours are offered, 
visitors can feed ducks at the plant 
millpond 

Two mills presently under 
restoration can bevisitedat the Wolf 
Lake State Fish Hatchery (616-668- 
2147) near Mattawan and in Flint’s 
Historical Crossroads Village (313- 
785-7803). Both projects should be 
completed in two years.

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About exploration 


Space Center answers all your questions 


Anything you ever wanted to know 
about space exploration —and 
more— will be found in the public 
exhibits and displays at the 
Michigan Space Center, located 
near Jackson. 

Nestled at the southeast comer of 
Jackson Community College in a 
near-perfect sylvan setting, the 
center is marked by a Redstone 
rocket standing as a sentinel before 
the main building. 

Visitors entering the center are 
greeted in the reception area and 
then easily find their way to an 
entrance which takes them through 
the Trnsition Tunnel to the main 


display area. The center of interest 
here is the original Apollo 9 which 
was returned to a safe splashdown 
after orbiting the earth. Through 
windows of the spacecraft visitors 
can look into the lighted interior to 
see mannequins placed in the same 
positions the astronauts assumed in 
their trips outside the earth’s at- 
mosphere. 


The domed ceiling of the center 
structure is composed of ground and 
recycled newsprint, under which is 
suspended an actual parachute that 
brought one of the earlier space 


capsules back to earth Other one of 
a kind exhibits include a mockup of 
Mariner IV, the original of which 
flew around the planet Mars. A full- 
scale mockup of Surveyor III also is 
on display and is an exact, detailed 
replica of the vehicle used in ex- 
ploring the moon and left there 


The self-guided tour takes the 
visitors past lighted panels where 
spacesuits are on display, worn by 
James McDivett of the Apollo 
mission, the Gemini mission 
spacesuit worn by Jack Lovell and 
Deke Slayton’s spacesuit from the 


Mercury mission. 

Also on display is the Chimpanzee 
capsule, the Gemini trainer, an 
exhibit of food used by the 
astronauts in space and a display of 
the Russian spacecraft Soyuz link- 
up with the Apollo. Television sets 
placed conveniently throughout the 
tour show continuous films of the 
actual telecast druing the moon 
exploration, Astronaut Ed White’s 
walk in space and the Apollo liftoff. 

The Astro Theatre, at the end of 
the tour, features a triple-screen 
presentation of space exploration in 


the auditorium which seats 80 
persons. 

The center opened in May 1977 at a 
structural cost of more than 
$750,000. The value of the exhibits, 
however, far surpasses that figure. 

Space Center Director Charles E. 
Gass said some of the exhibits are on 
a loan cycle, so the exhibits will be 
changing from time to time and 
other new' exhibits will be added. He 
pointed out that the center also 
serves to honor those Jackson and 
Michigan astronauts who were 
pioneers in the nation’s space 


program. Alfred Worden and James 
McDivett were born in Jackson; 
Alan Bean was a resident of Jackson 
for some time and Jack Lousma’s 
father, Jacob, still lives in Jackson. 
The other Michigan astronaut, 
Roger Chaffee of Grand Rapids, lost 
his life in a tragic fire at a rocket 
launch site.
